B e lf a s t, June 10,—The riotous demon­ 
strations of the Orangemen in this city 
were renewed W ednesday ev ening. 
The 
rioters began w ith p elting the C atholic’s 
houses 
w ith 
stones. 
The 
p olice 
were 
p rom p tly on hand and summoned tho mob 
to disp erse. 
No heed was p aid to the sum­ 
mons, and the riot act was read with little 
effect. 
The mob, during the reading of 
tho act, continued their work of destruc­ 
tion, 
sending 
showers 
of 
stones 
through 
the 
windows 
and 
doors 
of 
houses 
occup ied 
by 
Catholics, 
break ing furniture, raiding ale houses, etc., 
when suddenly the order was giv en to the 
p olice to ilre. 
A v olley was fired into the 
mob, and three of the riotors fell doad, 
while a dozen others lay up on the ground 
bleeding from wounds, some of which will 
p rov e fatal. 
The mob roturned the fire, 
and for tw enty m inutes a liv ely fusilade 
tv ns k ep t up . 
Sev eral of tho p olice and 


m a n y more of tho rioters wore wounded in 
tho light, and when llnally the a rri\a l of 
p olice reinforcem ents caused tho riotors to 
w ithdraw , it was discov ered tha t a young

k illing fiv e and wounding a dozen.

while the m ilitary had been ordered out to 
assist the ¡» olice in restoriug order and they 
arriv ed a t the barrack s and scuttered the 
rioters before the p olice could fire a second 
v olley. 
The p olice and m ilitary together 
then m arched back to the original scene of 
tho disturbance, and from tha t ooint 
b eg a n 
a system atic p atrol of tho streets, 
Ihe 
rioters nmdo sev eral attem p ts subseq uently 
to assemble in a body sufficiently large to 
op p ose the m ilitary and p olice, but each 
limo were thw arted and in the end com­ 
p elled to retire to their homes.

no t carry the ro ster o f tho patent o ffice in 
his head. 
Mo rriso n—I can u&me a Demo crat the 
gentleman appo inted, He is a nephew o f Gen 
Merritt, and he appo inted him fo r me and 
1 had a go o d deal o f tro uble to keep him in. 
I Laughter.] 
Butterwo rth then went o n to criticise the 
pro visio n declaring that no man who se ca­ 
p acity ranged abo ve that o f an o yster co uld 
think the pro visio n had any o ther o bject 
than to remo ve the barrier which pro tected 
the partisan applicant Cleveland had co me 
iato p o wer under a prtmiUe, expressed and 
n o t imp lied , 
that he wo uld o bserve in all 
resp ects, no t merely the letter, but the 
sp irit o f tbe civil service law. 
He read 
with expressio ns o f co mmendatio n tbe civil 
serv ice 
message

and declared that thj majo rity in the ho use 
was undermining to o verthro w the presi 
dent and induce him to break tbe pledge he 
had given to the p eo p le.
